In one of his novels George MacDonald tells 
of a man who shut himself up with a Bible for three 
days to find out what the heart of the message in it 
really was. He came forth with the following: “It 
is a man’s business to do the will of God. It is God's 
business to look out for that man. Therefore the 
man who seeks to do God’s will need not be afraid 
of anything. It is assurance such as this that Prof. 
Paul Tillich underlines when he says, “In God 
destiny and freedom coincide.” This is our con- 
frontation with Jesus Christ at Easter. 

This God-initiated penetration of human life 
is the substance of those records which are the Four 
Gospels. The starting point is the appearance of 
One who asserted that he came to announce and 
inaugurate the kingly rule of God in such a way to 
actualize the hopes of the people of God, make 
effective the liberating promises and power of God, 

_establish men—by his life and teaching and deeds 
*—in a new relationship to God and to one another. 

Myhis lived-out action had a shape which was that of 

~a descending curve which went down, into, through, 
and under every broken God-relationship, and was 
apparently destroyed at the lowest point of its career 
on Good Friday. 

The’ Gospels, however, are resurrection docu- 
ments. They declare that God, who is alive, is not 
stopped in his purpose by the assault of death, but 
rather carried his action through. His Word, Jesus 
Christ, is victorious over death, lives, reigns, the 
Head of a new body—the Church. The old creed of 
the church interpolates the precise pattern of the 
infusion of the grace of God—born, suffered, died, 
arose, ascended, reigns with the Father. This is the 
triumph of Easter, men through Jesus Christ estab- 
lished in a new relationship to God and to one 
another. 

“We were born to live together,” wrote Seneca, 
Roman lawyer contemporary with Jesus, “Our society 
is an arch of stones joined together, which would 

|. break down if each did not support the other.” Those 
Sérfected animal societies, wherein instinct guides 
ach individual in the precise role he must fulfil for 
the good of the group, are a proof of this. Try to 
teach individualism to the ants and the bees! 
“Hence this proud preaching of independence which 
has dominated the last three centuries is but folly,” 
writes Dr. Paul Tournier, physician and psychia- 
trist in Geneva. “Man cannot lay claim to indepen- 
dence, for the sole reason that his life is not his 
own, that it has been loaned him by his Creator, who, 
according to his own good pleasure, has fixed the 
laws from which man cannot escape. To God he 
will have to give an account.” 

A common life is impossible except by faith. This 
is why we must tell the world, which desires to re- 
discover the common life, that it will never make 
this discovery unless and until it first re-discovers 
the presence of God and kneels down before Him. 
This is why we must tell the world of the triumph 
of Eastertide.. “Rebuke your disciples Master, tell 
them to put an end to the dangerous farce at once,” 
the Pharisees addressed themselves to Jesus. The
